t  Chatham,  academics  are  continuously  changing 
to  give  students  the  edge  they  will  need  to  be 
prepared  in  a  modernizing  world.  During  the 
1993-94  year,  doors  were  opened  into  some  areas, 
but  closed  other  departments. 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  night  classes  has 
allowed  more  academic  flexibility  for  students. 
For  example,  the  Environmental  Studies  program 
was  able  to  be  expanded  as  the  Rachel  Carson 
Institute  began  to  offer  night  classes.  The  core 
curriculum  was  also  revised  to  allow  students 
more  flexibility  in  their  studies. 

Chatham,  on  the  edge  of  the  future,  also  saw  the 
start  of  the  first  master's  programs  in  such  areas  as 
Education    during  the  1993-94  academic    year. 
These  master's  programs  are  allowing  males  for 
the  first  time  in  the  college's  history  the  chance 
to  earn  a  degree  from  Chatham.   Future  pro- 
grams in  Physical  and  Occupational  therapy  are 
also  being  instituted  by  Chatham. 
On  the  downside  of  these  changes,  the 
Russian  department  held  their  final  class.    With 
French,  German,  and  Spanish  being  among  the  only 
languages  still  offered  here  at  Chatham,  we  bid  a  sad 
farewell  to  the  department's  head,  Dr.  Valentina  Barsom. 
As  students  and  faculty  adapt  to  these  changes,  it  is 
obvious  that  academics  at  Chatham  are  on  the  edge. 
While  many  may  not  agree  with  all  that  is  happening  at 
Chatham,  we  understand  that  these  changes  are  necessary 
to  help  ensure  the  college's  continuance  as  a  vital  part  of  the 
surrounding  woftFtBF^Kars  to  come.        M
